Early Difficulties 


The President (Str William Hor- 
nell) mentioned that the scheme

Police proceedings were conduct- 
ed by Mr. T. Murphy = (Asalatant 
Director of Criminal Investigation) 
(Assistant 
Superintendent of Importa and Ex- 
ports) was present on behalf of 
the Revenue Department. 

‘Before calling the evidence, the 
Coroner informed the.jury that the 
inquiry waa into the circumstances 
of the death of one Li Ying, aged 
50, who wad shot by a Chinese 
Revenue Officer on August 14 
whilst arresting aman in posses.

It was pointed out that it was the 
duty of the jury to consider whe- 
ther the shooting was Intentional 
or not and if intentional was the 
use of firearms — necessary. | If 
unintentional was the shooting due 
to lack of proper care on the part 
of the officer or was it an accident 
which could not have been avolded. 

Revolver Examined. 

uspector BK. A. Vincent produced 
photographs. of the vicinity. 
which Sergeant J. B. Scott, Police 
Armourer, gave evidence of an 
examination of the Revenue Of: 
cer's revolver, The witness said | 
that there were six: cartridges in 
the chamber, of which four had 
been expended and two had mistir- 
ad, There was a ballet stuck half 
way in the barrel of the revolver; 

After ner pe each vround of 
ammunition witness said that .the 
two “misfires”. had been due to de- 
fective charges. Dampnessa and 
deterioration of powder was not 
strong enough to have forced. the 
last bullet:-through the barrel, 

Witness mentioned that that was 
quite ‘a common occurrence and hap- 
pened with revolvers during firing 
practice in the Police Force. It 
was due to elther perspiration from 
the body of the carrier or to of] 
from the weapon soaking into the 
powder of the charge, 

Scene Visited by Court. 

The Court then adjourned — to 
visit the cone and, on returning, 
Revenue Officer Ward gave evidence 
of having examined the Chinese re- 
venue officer in connexion with the 
arrest of the man in possession of 
the opium and the ease which fol- 
lowed as a result..
